It has been accepted as a truism bj 


Immigration experts that people from 
northwestern Europe are comparative 
ly desirable additions to the popula 
tion of this country, while the people 
from 
southeastern 
Europe and the 


orient are almost without exception 
very undesirable. Among those who 
came to the United States last year 
from northwestern Europe the per- 
centage of illiteracy was ouiy 3.0, while 
among those from southeastern Europe 
the percentage of Illiteracy was 42.4 
That literacy and fiuHiic-ial independ- 
ence go more or less baud in hand is 
shown by the fact that whereas the 
illiterate Portuguese of southeastern 
Europe possess an average of about 
$7.00 ou tholr arrival in the United 
States, the literate English. Scotch and 
Welsh possess au average of $29.50. 


The immigration of last year shows 


that Italy furnished 84.000, Hebrew 
nations, 00,000; Poland, 40.000; Ireland. 
35.000; Scandinavia. 32,000: Germany, 
29.000, and 100.000 came from various 
other countries iu smaller numbers 
than those mentioned. The significant 
point in these figures is the fact that in 
1S70 
three-fourths of the immigrants 


into the United States came from 
Great Britain, Prance. Germany and 
Scandinavia. 
In 1S95 one-half came 


from those countries, in 1SOS only one- 
third, and in 1900 the percentage fur- 
nished by northwestern Europe was 
reduced to one-fourth. The movement 
of Irish and Scandinavians to the Unit- 
ed States for the purpose of entering 
domestic service has ceased almost en- 
tirely, and. as shown, the lietter class 
of agricultural workers do not now 
have the opportunity in this country 
Kvhich brought them here in such large 
• umbers a few years ago.

IMMIGRSTION PROBLEMS 


Striking Change In the Character 


of Immigrants. 


RED OF rUBTEEE EE8TEIOTIONS. 


DeBlraM* Cl*» Kow Coming to 


tke Umlte*-- Stat*a Front Foreign 
Coantrle»— Inwl»nktion of Farmcm 
I>ecjr«utnc— Mvatarknblc Increase 
In JPopKlHtla* •! Cities. 
That there Has been a remarkable 


change in the character of the immi- 
gration into the tJnJted States In the 
test ten years i» evident not ouly iu tlip 
nationality of the people coming in, 
but in their ultimate destination, tvntes 
the Washington correspondent of the 
New Tork Tribune. 
In the last 12 


months 448,572 people from 
othei 


countries were added to the permanent 
population of the United States 
This 


J» the greatest number which has ai- 
rired for seven years. Of the 13,000,- 
000 increase In the population sho-nn 
by the census in the last decade 4,300.- 
000, or more than one-third, are clue 
to emigration from foreign coiintias 
to the United States. Of the ncjuly 
500,000 immigrants last year only half 
a dozen were found with a criminal 
record and returned to theii uative 
country. It Is not to be supposed that 
this includes all those who wue really 
of a criminal class. It simply meni^s 
that these few were unable to decej v* 
the United States Inspectors. While it 
Is generally believed by the people of 
the United States that this country in 
fairly -well safeguarded against crim- 
inal and pauper Immigration, the re 
strictions are, after all, most mild 
and rest largely on the judgment of an 
agent of the government whose paj 
1» BO small as to preclude the supposi- 
tion, as a rule, that he is an intelligent 
administrator of the full intent of the 
immigration laws. Even such restric- 
tions as are practiced at the port of 
New York and Mother large cities are 
practically In abeyance along the Ca- 
nadian frontier and other places where 
Immigrants 
can 
enter 
the 
United 


States. The only real protection which 
can be given to this .country in this 
direction Is the adoption of the United 
States immigration laws by Mexico 
and Canada. 


When the northwestern part of the 


United States wris' being settled in the 
eighties, a constant itream of Immi- 
gration passed through the port of New 
York and maintained Its flow until the 
grent prairies of the northwest were 
reached, where it spread out in a civ- 
ilizing tide which performed wonders 
in the development of that country. 
For years the word had gone abroad 
that for any one who might como and 
ask Uncle Snrn had 100 acres of fer- 
tile and arable land ready for the plow. 
The tbi-'ifry Scandinavian. German and 
British farmers had been slow to real- 
ize these benefits so offered; but. once 
realized, they were promptly taken ad- 
vantage of. Never In the last 50 years 
has Immigration Into the United States 
been of a more desirable and admira- 
ble character than when the farmers 
of northwestern Europe came by thou- 
tmnd* to settle the western states. Tbf 
day had to come, however, when the 
Scandinavian In Minnesota , corild no 
longer write to his brother at homo 
•nd tell him of the fine lund that \v.-\s 
to be hnd for nothing, for this Innd hnd 
all bc*n take* «p except In localities 
where European 4M not car* to ven- 
ture MhvlM tMcdl1^ the more advon- 
tnrotM native lw* A«trk*n f>lotu<>rs. 
The news of tftftl **W condition qnick-

intelligent 


ereiits, and some even show a decrease. 
The deduction is eviaent. The people 
of Europe, and other sections of the 
world who are now coming to the 
United States are furnishing a large 
part of this increase in rhe industrial 
population, and the growth in Ameri- 
can manafacturing and producing in- 
dustries is absorbing this increased 
population without cUort or without 
disturbance to the economies of the 
country. 


A man can no longer come to the 


United States and for almost nothiu: 
be transported to the west and placed 
on a farm ready (or the .plow which 
within a few weeks will yield sufficient 
to support himself and family in com 
fort—a farm which In Europe would 
make him a landed aristocrat. If he 
Is an agricultural immigrant and must 
follow that line of work, the only out- 
let for his energies is in some already 
established community where he can 
find employment at comparatively good 
wages. If he is industrious and a good 
manager, it will not be long before he 
is able to r»nt or buy some Innd and In 
that way accomplish what the immi- 
grant of Ifi years ago was able to 
achieve at the start. If the foreigner 
coining to this country in search of 
work is an Italian, a Hebrew, a Pole 
Df an oriental, lie uuist seek men of 
his own race who have already estab- 
lished themselves iu the United States 
and from them learu of such opportu- 
nities as may exist. These people are 
all extremely clannish and accustomed 
to living in densely settled communi- 
ties. Few of them have'the agricultur- 
al instinct, aud they seem content to 
herd together in large numbers and 
work foi^ the smallest of wages in the 
factories, mills, mines and sweatshops 
of the large Industrial centers. 


There is no possible way of looking 


at this promiscuous immigration and 
the marked deterioration which has 
taken place in its character in the last 
few years which puts It In a light fa- 
vorable to the best Interests of the 
people of the United States except 
that the enormous growth in American 
manufacturing Interests has stimulated 
the demand for a class of labor most 
difficult to secure In prosperous times 
in an already established and well 
balanced community of American citi- 
zens. The influx of European Illiteracy 
may be one of the penalties to be paid 
for great industrial growth, for no one 
familiar with the labor of the mines 
or the mills will fail to recognize that 
from this source of supply is drawn a 
vast majority of the help. The native 
born American, or the American who 
has become such by the process of 
ready assimilation, will not work long 
in the coal mines or mills when he can 
secure much better wages and more 
opportunity by adopting one of the 
less 
crowded occupations allowing 


more Individuality in its pursuit.

It Is a well known 


fact, however,- that people seeking it 
new home rarely go to a country colder 
than their own. -The same lack of .In- 
crease cannot be noted, of the orients! 
Immigration, for this has risen from 
almost nothing to about 4% per cent 
of the total. Asia sent to this country 
In 1900 about 18,000 immigrants, or 
half as many again as England. Scot- 
land and Wales. A large percentage 
of these people are of the peddler and 
beggar classes, and take naturally to 
those occupations as soon as they are 
in touch with American Ufe. 


LINCOLN'S DIAMOND PIN. 


How the Ornament Ciuue Into mat 


Went Out of Hi* ¥o*mrmmlom. 


Colonel W. X. Cave of Baraewell, S. 


C., is in possession of a unique relic in the 
shape of a diamond pin which was at one 
time the property of Abraham. Lincoln, 
and which, is the only piece of jewelry of 
he kind that 'President Lincoln ever 
wore. The pin is of the old fashioned 
style of cluster brooches, with a clasp at 
he back for the purpose of securing it

Some 
ears before the war and prior to the 
ime that Abraham Lincoln was begin- 
ning to loom up as a presidential possi- 
bility, while practicing law in Illinois, he 
met a young dandy from New Tork state 
tvhose sporting proclivities had caused 
lim to run short of funds. The young fel- 
ow went to Lincoln for assistance and 
eft with his as security for a loan, a 
landsome diamond pin. For some rea- 
on he never returned to redeem, the 
iledge, and from thai day Lincoln did not 
.gain see him. 
Lincoln was naturally a man of qnlet ! 
aste in matters of dress and seldom' 
wore jewelry of any kind. Howerer, his ,

>roved a temporary temptation to adorn I 
.inisell. One day James Movers, a stock 
ealer of Kentucky and a close personal 
riend of Mr. Lincoln, who had known' • 
im intimately from childhood, went to

MOSQUITOES THE CAUSE. 


Ef tilnnce Tfeat They. Alone Spread 


Yellow Fever Germ*. 


The A me.- ican, commission, under the 


superintendence of Dr. Reed, which 
has been making experiments at Que- 
uiados as to the propagation of the 
yellow fever germs by the mosquito, 
has obtained extremely, satisfactory re- 
sults, says an Havana dispatch. 
Dr. 


Reed says the experiments show be- 
youd a doubt that there is no contagion 
from an infected person or from In- 
fected clothing, but that mosquitoes 
alone are responsible for the spread of 
the disease. 


In the commission's Investigations 


six nonflnniune persons were infected 
direct by the bite of mosquitoes which 
had previously bitten yellow fe_ver 
patients, and live of these developed 
yellow fever. 
The last experiment 


made proved conclusively, Dr. Reed con- 
tends, the theory of propagation by mos- 
quitoes. 
A special building was con- 


structed of disinfected materials, and 
one of the rooms was divided into two 
sections by a wire mosquito screen. 
In one section were placed disinfected 
bedding aud clothing and In the other 
beddings and clothing from the yellow 
fever hospital which had not been 
disinfected. 


Two nonimmunes occupied the twa 


sections. In the former were put sev- 
eral infected mosquitoes. /The patient 
remained 
in this room only long 


enough to be bitten, and In tour days 
a pronounced case of yellow fever 
developed. The patient Is now con- 
valescent The other subject slept In 
the Infected bedding for many nights 
and has not contracted the fever. Both 
patients have been sleeping for 20 
nights In garments worn by yellow 
fever victims and In bedding from the 
ellow fever hospital. 
Dr. Reed says they are growing fat
